HITS OLD ROMANCE HARD, 


Declares Antony a Traitor and 


the Famous Queen of Egypt 
a Fat and Ugly Per- 


sonage. 


Cleopatra, queen of Egypt, through alt the 
centuries since her death, has been an enemy 
of the political advancement of her sex. 

So declared in Mandel hall yesterday Prof. 
Guglielmo Ferrero, Italy's leading historian, 


of ancient Rome, compared Roosevelt to 
Cesar and Bryan to Catiline, and placed 

upon Horace the badge of wine agent. 

The declaration wes made in a lecture to 
the students and professors of the University 
of Chicago on Antony and Cleopatra. 

The distinguished lecturer, who is almost as. 
familiar with the Alexandria of pre-Christian 
times as with his native Turin, knocked ell 
the romance out of the famous love affair, 
and intimated that Cleopatra was not even 
pretty, but had a visage like that of “ an in- 
tractable mother-in-law.” 

Antony he accused of marrying fof money 
and power, of being in love with the country 
and palaces of the Egyptian queen rather 
than with the queen herself. His downfall 
was attributed, mot to the excess of love, but 
to selfishness and high treason. 


Foe of Woman Suffrage. 

As for the woman suffrage. It wasn't the 
Cleopatra of history, but the Cleopatra of 
historians, who did so much to prevent the 
forward movement of womankind, for, ac- 
cording to the professor, the legend thet has 
stood through twenty centuries ag the truth 
with regard to the lady of the Nile was a de- 
liberate falsehood, circulated by the victori- 
ous Augustus to inepire in the hearts of men 
a horror of woman's dominance in political 
affairs. 
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He pictured the intense virility of Rome, —

But Ferrero, Plutarch to the contrary not- 
withstanding, says: 

“‘ Archeeclogists have discovered in Egypt 
portraits of Cleopatra and have discovered 
that in the poetic descriptions of Roman his- 
torians there was at least much fancy. In 
the portraits we do not see the delicate grace 
of a Venus, nor even the sensuous beauty of 
a marquise de Pompadour, but a face fleshy 
and a powerful aquiline nose, the face ofa 
woman on in years, ambitious and imperious, 
the visage, one might say, of an intractable 
mother-in-law.” 

Why did Antony marry such a face? The 
professor had @ ready answer for this un- 
asked question. 

Antony wanted to carry out the dream 
of Cesar, the conquest of Persia. Antony 
needed money. Cleopatra had money. An- 
tony annexed the treasure of the Ptolemies 
by marriage. Then as king of Egypt, Prof. 
Ferrero admits, he became fascinated with 
Egypt, not with Egypt's queen. The western 
barbarian was overcome by the effete east, 
reveled in its luxuries, and at last dreamed 
of breaking away from Rome and becoming 
the head of a great eastern empire. This 
treason resulted in hie fall. 

Origin os Cleopatra Myth. 

Not until after his destruction was the 
Cleopatra myth invented, and it happened 
like this, according to the speaker: 

Augustus understood that before Italy 
he ought to stand, not as the destroyer of the 
popular Antony but as the opponent of the 
effeminacy of the east to which Antony had 
succumbed. He must stand against the cor- 
ruption of orientalism and for the virtues of 
simplicity, severity of private habits, rigid 
monogamy, the anti-feminine spirit, the 
purely virile idea of the state. 

„The story of Antony and Cleopatra was 
created and diffused, not because it was 
beautiful and romantic but because it served 
the interests of Augustus and his political 
coterie. It was made an anti-feministic 
legend to emphagize the danger of following 
the counsel of women in political matters 
or giving them any share in the govern- 
ment.” 

The iconoclastic historian even knocked 
away the last vestige of romance, the possi- 
bility that Cleopatra was in love with An- 
tony, by declaring that she married him 
because her throne was made insecure by 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special, ~~ 
Senator Bailey of Texas today grew sarcas- 
tic in opposing the bills to increase the sal- 
aries of the president, vice president, and 
speaker of the house. He declared they 
were high enough now. that the lavish en- 
tertaining done in Washington injured best 
legislative duties, and that it would be well 
to cut the salaries if the entertainments 
could be cut thereby. He also defended the 
right of senators to engage in law practice 
between sessions. 

The discussion today resulted in an amend- 
ment to the bill fixing the speaker's salary 
at $15,000. 

Mr. Bailey deciaréd every position in the 
gift of the government should be sought for 
the honor and not for the emolument, and 
that the salaries should be only sufficient to 
provide proper living and edu on of chil- 
dren, 


“But we are told here that salaries are 
inadequate to provide entertainment which 
high officials are expected to give, said Mr. 
Bailey. “I am inclined to think that it 
would be a fortunate thing to reduce the 
salaries if to reduce them would reduce the 
amount of entertaining.” 

Speaking of lavish entertainment, Mr. 
Bailey said: 

„Ha private citizen of New York wants to 
give a feast to monkeys he merely wants 
to entertain his ancestors, and he has aright 
to do it. If the presiAent is not rich enough 
to give a great banquet let him give a modest 
one and invite men for what they are worth 
instead of for what they possess. 


“Time Wasted at Entertaining.” 

Mr. Bailey said few of the working men in 
congress waste much of their time at 
these great entertainments. 

Mr. Bailey further declared that, in his 
judgment, the payment of $25,000 for travel- 
ing expenses was a violation of the provis- 
fon of the constitution which forbids an in- 
crease of the president's salary or emolu- 
ments during his term of office. 

“This is a trust fund.“ continued Mr. 
Bailey, and we should give it only grudging- 
ly. According to a statement sent to me 
$80,500 is given the president over and above 
his salary for the maintenance of the White 
house. For répairs to furniture, horees, and 
vehicles $35,000 is adowed him; 68,000 is given 
for fuel and stable; $9,000 for the care and 
maintenance of green houses.”

not want to earn anything or into the hands 
of men who cannot earn anything.” 

He wanted the right to lay aside something 
for @ rainy day by practicing law when con- 
gress is not in session. He declared that if 
money is to be given for entertaining the 
vice president should have $50,000 a year.

Opposes Franchise for Women. 

A represetative of THs TRIBUNE asked 
Prof. Ferrero after the lecture whether he 
thought the opposition of Augustus to 
feminine government was warranted. 

“QO! You are getting at woman suffrage,”’ 
he answered. Well, I think men govern 
badly enough. I am opposed to giving the 
franchige to women. Of course, I only speak 
for I , where I know the conditions, not 
for America. Historically it is a fact that 
the influence of women in politics growe in 
times of peace and diminishes in times of 
war. Thus it has never made as mich head 
way on the continent of Europe as in more 
isolated England. If a period of great war 
began the whole movement might collapse.” 

Prof. Ferrero was accompanied by his wife, 
the daughter of Lombroso, the great crim- 
inologist. Signora Ferrero is also an author, 
having written a book on South America 
after ea tour of that continent with her bus- 
band. The professor will lecture this after- 
noon, tomorrow, and Friday at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and Thursday evening before 
the Twentieth Century club.

instance, if a newspaper has a regular mail- 
ing list or sends papers to specified news 
agents in any locality, the courts have held 
that publication of a statement takes place 
wherever the paper is regularly sold or for- 
warded through an agency of its proprietor 
or its regular employés. 

On this theory general circulation of the 
New York World and Indianapolis Newa in 
the District of Columbia constitute publica- 
tion within the meaning of the law, so that 
responsible editors or owners of those papers, 
if guilty of libel at all, may be punisned under 
section 815 of the code of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and that is what the federal grand 
jury is now investigating. : 


Grounds to Institute Action. 

It has not been necessary to have any com- 
plaint or proceedings by a private person any 
more than if a notorious murder had been 
committed. The president in his message to 
congress gave public notice of what he de- 
clared to be an atrocious criminal bel. That 
was ample grounds upon which to institute 
proceedings. The grand jury could take the 
matter up of itself or the district attorney 
could present the case to them ae being 
worthy of investigation. 

Which of these two courses was pursued 
has not yet been made public. Regular sub- 
poenas were issued for-the editors, reporters, 
foreman of the composing rooms, circulating 
agents, and others to establish the question 
of publication in the District of Columbia. 
which is necessary before the federal court 
here could assume jurisdiction. When that 
has been established and when the persons 
interested have been examined to determine 
that the statements made are untrue it then 
will be possible for the jury to take up the 
actual charges made first in the New York 
World and repeated dn the Indianapolis 
News. 

Jury to Determine as to Libel. 

If the jury decides that Joseph Pulitzer; 
Delavan Smith, and others have knowingly 
issued a statement which bas been regularly 
circulated in the District of Columbia, con- 
taining a libel against Charles P. Taft. 
Douglas Robinson, and William Nelson 
Cromwell, or any one of them, with no justi- 
fication of truth behind the charge, the nat- 
urel result will be an indictment requiring 
these or other persons.to appear in court for 
trial. The proceedings until then will be en- 
tirely ex parte, as all proceecings before a 
grand jury necessarily are. There will be no 
opportunity to present evidence for the de- 
fense unless the grand jury of itself should 
determine to find out whether there was any 
truth at allin the charges and whether they 
were made in good faith and without mali- 
cious intent. The ordinary procedure of 
course would be not to call any person who 
was liable to indictment, because to do so 
would be to grant him immunity. 


Fairbanks’ Interest Financial. 

Statements were made here today that an 
effort had been or would be made to drag 
Vice President Charles W. Fairbanks into 
the case on the ground that he had a pecuni- 
ary interest in the Indianapolis News, of 
which his cousin, Delavan Smith, is editor. 
If any such movement is made it will not be 
in any way through the instigation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or anybody at the White 
house. It is generally understood here, and 
the statement Nas been repeatedly mace by 
the vice president himself, that he has had 
no personal connection with the manage- 
ment of the Indianapolis News, his interest in 
that paper being entirely financial. 

So far as known, the libel law has never 
been invoked to cover stockholders or sub- 
sidiary owners of a newspaper corporation 
who took no actual part in its conduct. 


ATTACK VALIDITY OF PROCESS. 

New York, Jan. 18.—The right of the five 
employés of the New York World, sub- 
poenaed to appear before the federal grand 
jury to give information presumably regard- 
ing the publication of alleged Hbelous mat- 
ter reflecting upon the integrity of the 
United States government; to ignore the said 
subpoenas on the ground that their issuance 
was an abuse of process, was left unde- 
termined at the close of today's hearing in 
the United States Circuit court here. 
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lam R. Hearst, was arrested tonight. Armed 
with a search warrant also sworn to by Gov. 
Haskell, MacReynolds’ rooms were searched 
by, Sheriff John Mahoney and Orville T. 
Smith, private attorney to the governor, and 
a large amount of data and papers seized - 
taining to the 6000. 000 libel suit instituted 
Haskell against Mr. Hearst. 

MacReynalds immediately demanded of 
the county court, through hig-counsel, Judge 
John H. Burford, the whereabouts of his 
papers. They were found in the private-of- 
fice of the governor and taken over by Sheriff 
Mahoney at the court's orders. 


Much Data Collected by Agent. 

MacReynolds had collected a vast amount 
of cata, all secured in confidence. In a state- 
ment made tonight he declares that Gov. 
Haskell's purpose in obtaining his arrest and 
the seizure of his papers was to get posses- 
sion of this information to ascertain its im- 
portance and to learn from whom he had 
obtained it. 

“I swore out a warrant,” said Gov. 
Haskell tonight, for the arrest of Mac- 
Reynolds, said to be from Brooklyn, N. I., 
representing Mr. Hearst. Mr. MacReynolds 
has been in the state almost constantly for 
nearly three months, at times assisted by 
one or two other men from the-east and by 
a certain person from Ohio and three or four 
persons of our own state. 

This Arrest “Only Beginning.“ 

“TI paid no attention to them until re- 
cently, when I learned that they were dis- 
appointed at not finding anything truth- 
ful to use against me, whereupon apparently 


‘| they became desperate and began offering 


large sums of money to persons to aid in 
manufacturing false statements. In sev- 
eral instances, I am reliably advised, they 
have used the expression ‘we have the money 
and are willing to give it to you if you will 
help us.’ 

It is not Hearst alone, but there are 
other interested parties in the conspiracy, 
and with the main purpose of injuring me 
they combined their efforts. I have nothing 
further to add except that the arrest of 
Mr. MacReynolds is only the beginning, and 
other conspirators will have the same op- 
portunity to square themselves with a jury 
of honest people.” 


Motion to Drop Libel Suit Denied. 

New York, Jan. 18.—{Special.]—When the 
case of John D. Rockefeller Jr. against the 
Star Publishing company, publishers of the 
New York American, came up again today 
before Justice Dowling in the criminal branch 
of the Supreme court, Clarence Shearn, coun- 
gel for the publishing company, renewed his 
contention that the indictment for criminal 
libel ought to be digmissed on the ground 
that a corporation has no soul and therefore 
is incapable of corrupt or malicious intent. 
Justice Dowling denied the motion. 

Then Mr. Shearn entered a demurrer to the 
indictment and argued at length ,that a cor- 
poration cannot commit criminal libel under 
the legal definition of crime. The editor, 
proprietor, or publisher of a paper contain- 
ing libel might be held, he declared, but no 
provision had been made whereby a corpora- 
tion might be held. 

Shearn No Longer Jerome’s Friend. 

District Attorney Jerome maintains that 
the law of libel as laid down made a corpora- 
tion as responsible as a private person. He 
started to say: “ My friend, Mr. Shearn, 
knows what I say is true,” then stopped. 
After a moment Mr. Jerome continued: 

“I wish to withdraw the designation, my 
friend,’ in speaking of Mr. Shearn.”’ 

Justice Dowling reserved decision, and 
asked for briefs from both sides. 


ROOSEVELT WILL KEEP CHAIR. 


Proposes to Retain One He Oceupied for 
Seven Years While Presiding at 
Cabinet Meetings. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.— [Special. 1 
President Roosevelt is going to have the 
chair in which he sat for seven and a half 
years while presiding at the cabinet meet- 
ings, notwithstanding Speaker Cannon's deft 
offer to refer the matter to the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, of which that 
man Tawney” is chairman. 

The president will accomplish this purpose 
by the simple process of taking the chair 
when he moves out of the White house, leav- 
ing in its place a new one built exactly on 
the same model. 

This is a practice which has obtained among 
cabinet officers for a good many years. Sen- 
ator Knox has the chair which he occupied 
as attorney general, and Justice Moody has 
at least one of the cabinetechairs he occu- 
pied. é

President Roosevelt this evening contrib- 
uted this major part to the celebration of the 
African diamond jubilee of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in an address which was 
a feature of the great celebration. 
Introduced by Bishop Cranston as the 
“ apostle of the square deal,“ the president 
stood in the Metropolitan Memorial church 
which President McKinley attended.

America.in the Philippines. 

„Spain,“ he said, finally lost power to 
be of benefit to the islands; but do not forget 
that Spain accomplished much for them 
during more than two centuries. Then we 
came in. I am sure that when international 
history is written, one chapter will tell with 
heartiest praise what our people have done 
in the Philippines. . 

Having characterized American treatment 
of the Philippine problem as “a long stride 
forward” in the dealings of a stronger with 
a weaker race, the president continued:

„Our own country has in the pest com- 
mitted grave wrong against Africa, and no 
better atonement can be made than that 
which is being made by the American mis- 
sionaries of every creed in almost every 
corner of Africa. I hope there will be the 
most hearty support of these men. é 

„ Bishop Hartzell, I greet you; and I ex- 
tend my heartiest good wishes to the great 
Methodist body on this golden jubilee of ite 
far reaching work in Africa. 

The twentieth century will see, and is 
now seeing, the transformation of Africa 
into a new world. The wealth of the com- 
merce. which will be developed cannot be 
estimated. Self interest and competition 
will, I believe, unite in making the govern- 
ments fair to the people. But there is a 
question that is larger than either govern- 
ment or trade, and that is the moral well 
being of these vast millions who have come 
under the protection of modern governments. 

The responsibility of America for the 
moral weil being of the people of Africa is 
manifest. The United States has no terri- 
torial interests in Africa, and may never 
have. The republic of Liberia was the out- 
growth of immigration movements from our 
colored populations. But beyond questions 
of rule of traffic are the responsibilities of 
America as to the moral uplift of the people 
of Africa. ‘

Hopkins Lingers in the Rear. 

Conspicuous in the front row was Repub- 
can State Chairman Roy O. West, with 
retiring Treasurer John F. Smulski and 
Adjt. Gen. Thomas W. Scott in civilian 
‘dress, as befitted the simple ceremony. In 
‘the rear of the assemblage of dignitaries 
lingered United States Senator Albext J. 
Hopkins, in the company ofe®peaker Shurt- 
leff. 

About the only prominent politician now 
on the scene who was not present was Con- 
gressman William Lorimer. The congress- 
man was too busy considering the senatorial 
situation to attend. 

It was just noon when the inaugural! party, 
headed by Gov. Deneen and Chief Justice 
Cartwright, entered the hall and took seats 
around the speaker's desk at the edge of the 
rostrum. A prolonged outburst of applause 
greeted the appearance of the officials, the 
state officers elect in their black frock coats 


flowing black robes. 7 
Women Present at Event. 

Besides the incoming and outgoing state 
Officers, the justices of the Supreme court 
and the members-of the joint inaugural com- 
mittee, all of whim mere accompanied by 
their wives and other guests, the inaugural 
party included Mrs. Mary F. Deneen and 
Miss Frances Deneen, both ot Chicago, moth- 
er and sister of Gov. Deneen; James F. Malo- 
ney, father of Mrs. Deneen; Mre. Richard J. 
Oglesby of Elkhart, wife of former Gov. 
Oglesby: and mother of the new lieutenant 
governor, John G. Oglesby; Speaker Shurt- 
leff, and State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction F. G. Blair and wife. 

At 12:05 Speaker Shurtleff called the house 
to order, and Doorkeeper Edwin Harlan an- 
nounced the arrival of the astral contingent 
from the senate. The senators took the 
seats reserved for them directly in front of 
the rostrum. 

Is the lleutenant governor or the presi- 
dent of the senate present?“ inquired the 
speaker, turning questioningly to the group 
of dignitaries around him. 


Senate There in Astral Character. 

This was the first intimation that the sen- 
ate was present merely in its astra! char- 
acter, and it was observed that the senators 
were gazing determinedly into vacancy in a 
supernatural! oblivion of earthiy things. 

It appeared that Lieut. Gov. Sherman wae 
not present, having resigned from his office 
the day before his last day in order totry a 
lawsuit, though there were these unkind 
enough to insinuate that the resignation was 
merely a last resort adopted to dbdge a 
formal ceremony. It did appear, however, 
that the president pro tem. of the senate was 
present in the person of Senator Robert S. 
Hamilton, who rose at the rear of the speak- 
er's stand and announced: 

“A quorum of the senate is present.“ 

“It is customary to call the roll of the 
senate and house in joint assembly,” ex- 
plained Speaker Shurtleff, turning his im- 
passive countenance upon the disembodied 
senatorial spirits before him, but thepresi- 
dent of the senate announces a quorum of

Details of the Ceremony. 

This was a fair promise that naught but 
the inauguration would engage the attention 
of the two quorums and the astra! senators 
looked relieved. 

After a prayer by the Rev. Adelbert P. 
Higley, Representative Fulton of Gov. 
Deneen’s district informed the chair that 
the state officers elect were present to take 
the oath of office. Representative Kieeman 
followed with the official information that 
the justices of the Supreme court were pres- 
ent and Chief Justice Cartright}was ready to 
administer the oaths. 

At the speaker’s direction Clerk Bert Mc- 
Cann then read from the journal the canvass 
of the vote for governor and Mr. Shurtleff an- 
nounced : 

Charles 8. Deneen, having received the 
highest vote for governor and being present, 
the speaker of the house presents the hon- 
orable, the chief justice of the Supreme 
court, to administer the oath of office.” 

The tall form of Chief Justice Cartright 
rose beside the speaker's desk and Gov. 
Deneen stepped before him and raised his 
hand as the jurist raised his own. 


Taking the Oath of Office. 
_.“Do you solemnly swear by the ever liv- 
‘ing God.“ enunciated the chief justice, “that 
you will support the constitution of the 
United States and the constitution of the 
state of Illinois, and that you will discharge 
the duties of the office of governor to the 
best of your ability, so help you God?“ 

“I d& responded Governor Deneen, and 
both officials resumed their seats. 

Again the process was repeated and John G. 
Oglesby, somewhat agitated, stepped for- 
ward and took the oath as lieutenant gover- 
nor. Then followed Secretary Rose, Auditor 
McCullough, Mr. Russell, the newly elected 
treasurer, and attorney genera) Stead. 

“All of the state officers having taken 
their oath of office,” the chair announced, 
Mr. Shurtleff desires at this time to state 
that for the first time in thirty years a gover- 
nor of the state of Illinois has been reblected 
for a second term, and it is with great pleas- 
ure that I present at this time, to the joint 
assembly, and friends gathered here the 
elected governor of the state of Ilitnois for 
the ensuing term of four years the honor- 
able Charles S. Deneen.” 


Reads Only One-Third of Address. 

The governor rose amid great applause 
from all sectiong of the hal! and, adjusting 
his spectacles, launched into the reading of 
his address. In silence the aessembiage 
listened to the governor's review of his 
achievements in office and the recommenda- 
tione for legislation enabling further pro- 
gressive achievements. 

For forty-five minutes he read on, cover- 
ing the subjects of waterway, state institu- 
tions, civil service, and the conservation of 
natural resources. Then, having read about 
one-third of the address, he concluded so as 
not to prolong the ceremonies.

SYNOPSIS 70 E MESSAGE. 

The A message covers a broad 
field of — but its prineipal. topics are 
deep waterways and the reforms he has un- 
dertaken and is pushing in the state chari- 
table institutions. A synopsis of the message 
follows: 

Preliminary to treatment of the deep water- 
way question the governor surveys the state 
statute of 1905, creating the interna! improve- 
ment commission and that body's duties in 
connection with investigating “a projected 
deep waterway from Lake Michigan to the 
‘Gulf of Mexico, and the reclamation of lands 
subject to overflow or inundation.” He re- 
fers to the feasibility of the project, as shown 
by prescribed report, and the outline of the 
task as given in- such report. The federal 
surveys under act of 1902, and subsequent 
report to congress, are cited in connection 
with investigations from Lockport to St. 
Louls,comprising the two sections of the work 
on the Mississippi and from Lockport to the 
mouth of the Illinois river. Reports, all and 
singular, are shown to indicate entire prac- 
ticability of @ fourteen foot channel, with, 
however, no limit of attainable depth to that 
figure. 

The commercial importance of a waterway 
between the great lakes and the Mississippi 
is held to be beyond the necessity of argu- 
ment. This importance, it is recounted, 
“was recognized in the act cheating the 
Sanitary district of Chicago, which provided 
that the Chicago drainage channel should

Of Main Interest to Illinois. . 

. Coming to what he terms “ the feature of 
main interest to Illinois in the report of the 
state internal imp ke 
ceeding under authority of the sta of 
1905, the governor declares this feature to be 
the possibilities of water power development 
between Lockport and Utiea, and continues: 

This power is estimated by the commis- 
sion at approximately 140,000 gross elec- 
trical horse power. For the sake of conserva- 
tism, however, this was esthnated at 100,000 
electrical horse power. At market price 
of $25 per horse power per an this would 
provide a net annual income to the state 
of from $2,500,000 to $2,760,000. As the total 
estimated cost of construction of this division 
of the waterway and the development of all 
water power possibilities incident thereto is 
$18,652,986, it is estimated by the internal 
improvement commission that this revenue 
will repay the cost of waterway construction 
and water power development in from four- 
teen to seventeen years from the inception 
of the work. The work itself can be com- 
pleted in from: four to five years and it is be- 
lieved a revenue from water power will be 
afforded at the end of the third year. 

When, therefore, the report of the ipternal 
improvement commission made evident the 
fact that the water power could be made to 
dig the waterwfy, the 45th general assembly 
submitted to the voters the constitutional 
amertiment providing for the issuance of 
$20,000,000 in bonds, which was adopted at the 
last general election. The vote on the amend- 
ment was 675,898 for and 193,206 against—a 
majority of 482,602, the largest ever recorded 
in favor of any proposition submitted to the 
voters of this state.“ 


Economy Light and Power Bult. 


The governor states that all calculations, 
however, were based upon the assumption 
that the water power and rights in question 
would belong to the state, and then proceeds 
to review the Mitigation arising over claims of 
the Economy Light and Power company at 
Dresden Heights, on the Desplaines river, 
near the junction with the Kankakee to form 
the Illinois. The governor cites his special 
message of Nov. 6, 1907, anent the situation, 
the legisiature’s resultant joint resolution, 
and injunction proceedings brought accord- 
ingly in behalf of the state and against the 
company in the Circuit court of Grundy 
county. This litigation, with the respective 
claims and pleadings of the litigants, is fol- 
lowed through to final decree and appeal by 
the state to the Supreme court, where it now 
pends. 

Attention is @irected to the fact that “ not- 
withstanding the dissolution of the tempo- 
rary. injunction sued out by the state, work 
upon the company’s dam has not since been 
renewed,” and the message continues: 

“ The adoption of the constitutional amenu- 
ment brings before the general assembly at 
its present session the consideration of plans 
for carrying on the constructive work in- 
volved in this great public undertaking, and 
a bill will be submitted for your considera- 


tion.” 
Plan of Proposed Ca 


The governor says it is prop sed to con- 
struct à navigable channel’ “feet in depth 
through earth cutting aich Is sufficient 
to accommodate the piesent volume of wa- 
ter, but to con the locks with 24 feet 
depth over z miter sills and rock divisions 
of the rov.e at a depth of 20 feet. As a 
navigable waterway the completed channel 
will . under federal contro! for naviga- 
tion purposes and it is hoped that the state 
way be able to secure federal aid in the con- 
‘struction of locks. 

He is advised by the Internal Improvement 
commission that this work should be so 
planned and prosecuted as to insure the 
building of the waterway and water power 
out of the proceeds of the state bond issue, 
and the building of the locks as far as that 
money Will suffice for their construction. 

This work he is informed can proceed in 
advance of the building of the locks, the 
sites for which ean be shut off from the 
channel and water power construction by 
temporary dams of timber or other sultable 
construction. By pursuing this method the 
water power and channel construction need 
not wait upon the building of the locks. 


Strike While Iron Is Hot. 

In further and concluding treatment of this 
topic the governor says: 

In my judgment, it is of great importance 
that the state take definite action at the pres- 
ent session of the general assembly. 
Throughout the United States public interest 
has been aroused and attention is at prevent 
directed to the improvement of the navigable 
waterways of the country, and numerous 
waterway associations have been formed 
with @ view to promoting state and federal 
activity m carrying forward the work of 
construction and development. The attitude 
of the representatives of the federal govefn- 
ment is now more friendly to a broad policy 
of waterway development than ever before, 
and should Illinois show a disposition to enter 
vigorously upon the work of waterway con- 
struction it cannot but affect favorably the 
federal situation. 

“The main line of development for the do- 
mestic waterways of the United States is the 
line which unites the great lakes to their 
eastern and southern outlets, through the 
Mississippi to the gulf of Mexico and 
through the St. Lawrence to the gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the Atlantic ocean. Illinois 
occupies a most favorable position. on this 
great trunk line of the waterway and its de- 
velopment in response to the demands of 
domestic commerce will favor the industries 
of no state more than those of Illinois. 


Advantages on All Sides. 

“As pointed out in the report of the in- 
ternal improvement commission, our position 
with reference to the great subsidiary 
branches of this waterway ip equally ad- 
vantageous. All the waters which drain the 
western slopes of the Alleghenies, from 
northern Alabama and Georgia to western 
New York, come to our shores through the 
Tennessee, and Cumberland, and Ohio, with 
their many navigable tributaries. The Mis- 
sourl, draining the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky mountains and the great plains from 
Kansas to the Canadian northwest; the 
Winnipeg baein in the far north, drained 
southward through the Minnesota and upper 
Mississippi, and all possible water routes be- 
tween the valleys of the St. Lawrence and 
the Mississippi trail our borders. One-half 
the waters of the United States gravitate to 
the shores of Illinois, and our state is the 
natural focus of e. waterway system conti- 
nental in ite scope. 

“It seems, furthermore, to be now an es- 
tablished fact that the Canadian government 
is seriously considering the construction of 
the Georgian bay canal, which will give to 
Canada a deep waterway from the lakes to 
the Atlantic seaboard, affording to our 
northern neighbor and its mother country a 
great advantage over the United States in 
the matter of ce between the Atlantic 
and the inland lakes. There should be a 
speedy beginning on the part of the United 
States and the states interested in the con- 
struction of the lakes to the gulf waterway, 
in order that thie country may stand upon an 
equality in all commercial advantages with 
Canada and Great Britain. 


Wants Illinois in the Lead. 

„Our state, therefore, should take a 104. 
ing part in the present movement for water- 
way ment and set an example of 
prompt and vigorous action which will com- 
mand the attention und elicit the cobpera - 
tion of the other states and the national 
government. 

It will be necessary to conduct the water- 
way construction work with scrupulous 
economy in order to complete it within the 
amount made available by the bond issue 
authcrized by the people. The magnitude 
of the undertaking and its great cost em- 
phasize the necessity for its prompt execu- 
tion. The item of interest alone upon the 
bonds when issued will amount at 8 per cent 
to $600,000, or at 4 cent to $800,000 per annum. 
Every year's delay after the issuance of the 
bonds, therefore, means the imposition upon 
the taxpayers of the state of an additional 
burden of taxation amounting to 12 to 16 
per cent of the present W tor state

examinations. One thousand two hundred 
and nine examinations were held In -forty- 
three different cities. In those tests 4.965 
applicants were examined and 3,304 passed. 
There have been 4,550 appointments under 
the law. Because of the change in the 
method of appointment, it was necessary at 
first to make a number of temporary ap- 
pointments from applications, as is provided 
for under the law. Many of these resigned 
before they could be examined, particularly 
attendants, domestics and laborers, 

Since Nov. 1, 1905, there have been 918 
discharges for cause, en written statements 
specifying the cha made. 

The Forty-fifth general assembly amend- 
ed the law giving the civil service commis- 
sion the right to investigate removals and 
making it mandatory to order an investiga- 
tion when the commission was satisfied an 
injustice had been done the employé. 

During the gee 1008 279 discharges oc- 
curred and fur employés were ordered re- 
instated efter an investigation by the com- 
miss uuu. 

The most noticeable improvements in the 
service have taken place in the.medical, en- 
gineering and nursing branches. Young 
men have been appointed in the medical 
service who have had practical experience 
as internes in the leading hospitals of the 


state. 
Progress of Four Years. 

“When the law became effective in 1905 
there was one chief nurse and fourteen grad- 
uate nurses in the state charitable institu- 
tions. On Dec. 1, 1908, there were seven chief 
“nurses and twenty-nine graduate nurses in 
the different institutions. In 1905 there was 
one graduate nurse in the hospitals for the 
insane. On Dec. 81, 1908, there were five 
chief nurses and ten graduate nurses in the 
hospitals for the insane and the asylum for 
| feeble minded children. The appointment of 
these nurses has benefited the attending 
service materially, as the chief nurees act as 
instructors to the attendants in the training 
schools for nurses and attendants, being as- 
sisted by the graduate nurses. For the first 
time the state’s charges have had trained 
nurses in the various hospitals. 

In the engineering service competent chief 
engineers and assistants have been placed in 
charge of the state's plants. 

** Specially equipped instructors and teach- 
ers have been appointed in the schools, with 
the view of teaching the feeble minded and 
the insane some useful and diverting occu- 
pation. 

While the commission found it difficult at 
first to obtain satisfactory applicants for the 
service, the advantages of training in nursing 
and attendance now afforded in the state in- 
stitutions has attracted a larger number and 
the commission is now in a position to fill all 
the demande upon it. 

The commission has been unable to obtain 
competent teachers of the deaf in Illinois. 
The commission has tried for three years to 
fill the positions at the school for the deaf 
with competent teachers who reside in this 
state. There is no training Khool for teach- 
ers of the deaf in this state that will supply 
sufficient teachers for the UHnols school for 
the deaf, consequently these positions must 
be filled by nonresidents. The commission 
‘believes it should be given authority to open 
important technical positions at its discretion 
to persons who are not residents of Illineis. 

For Civil Service Extension. 

* Believing that civil service has demon- 
strated its value to the public service in the 
institutions I recommend its extension to 
other branches of the service, and to that 
end 1 commend to your careful consideration 
the recommendations of the state civil service 
commission, as set forth In its report. 

“For the reorganization of the medical 
service, a psychopathic institute has been es- 
tablished at Kankakee. This inetitute af- 
fords to the physicians in the state hospitals 
in the Insane group thorough instruction 
in the nature, diagnosis, and treatment of 
nervous and mental disorders, and scientific 
research into their causes and prevention. 
The institute has been established at a cost 
of $25,000 for installation and maintenance 
for two years. It has the best laboratory 
equipment the markets of the world afford. 
Attendance of from six weeks to three months 
per annum is compulsory upon physicians in 
the service of state hospitals for the insane 
and of the institution for the feeble minded. 
Today the entire medical service is admin- 
istered by a uniform system which seeks the 
greatest efficiency in each institution. There 
is no like system in operation anywhere that 
offers superior advantages. 

In the matter of attendance upon the 
chronic insane and the duller feeble minded 
the state is indebted to the Chicago Schoo) 
of Civics and Philanthropy for the free train- 
ing in handicraft given by it last summer to 
selected attendants from our hospitals for 
the insane and our institution for the feeble 
minded. 

“Two agencies of great efficiency which 
have been introduced into the insane hos- 
pital service are the water treatment of the 
insane and industrial reéducation. The water 
treatment reduces to a minimum chemical 
and mechanical restraint, and is an efficient 
curative process in many forms of acute in- 
sanity and other forms of physical disease. 
Industrial reéducation, now well advanced, 
provides employment for hitherto idle insane 
patients at light manual work which diverts 
their minds from hallucinations and de- 


lusions. 
Work of Psychopathic Hospital. 

„ Psychopathic hospitals have been estab- 
Nehed at four of the seven hospitals for the 
insane, namely, those at Kankakee, Water- 
town, Bartonville, and Anna, in new build- 
ings erected om modern lines and providing 
curative treatment. At the fifth hospital 
{Elgin} the appropriation was too small to 
complete the building, but psychopathic 
work is done on existing wards pending the 
receipt of additiona)d funds. At the sixth 
hospital [Jacksonville] psychopathic work is 
done on the wards. At the seventh [Criminal 
Insane] like work is done on the wards, as 
a new institution is to be erected. 

„ Surveys made by thestate architect anda 
consulting engineer showed the necessity for 
a physical overhauling of the older institu- 
tions and for the erection of new buildings 
to increase capacity and for other purposes. 
The report of the state architect and the 
engineer, covering all institutions, indicated 
the need of an expenditure of $2,669,961 to 
place existing buildings and equipment on 
a satisfactory basis. In view of the large 
sum found to be necessary to complete this 
work, a conference of the state board of 
charities, the superintendents of the various 
state charitable institutions and the governor 
was held to eHminate therefrom alt items of 
expenditure not immediately required. The 
elimination left as urgently needed for ex- 
traordinary purposes the sum of $637,880. 
which was recommended to he Forty-fifth

* To secure the b degree 
of economy in the bus 8 of 
the institutions 9 with the objects 
above enumerated.’ 

The board of charities and 1 t persons 
associated with the board have given this 
subject careful study and in their 
conclusions have investigated thé best meth- 
ods of charity administration in this country 
and in Europe. and the recommendations sub- 
mitted are worthy. of the earnest cgnsidera- 
tion of the general assembly. 

Future Needs of Insane. 

“Insanity presents the most serious nu- 
merical problem confronted by the state in 
the care of its wards. At the close of the 
fiscal year, 1908, the wards of the state, in 
state as distinguished from county institu- 
tions, numbered 17,921. Of these, 9,085 or 56 
per cent were insane wards. 

From 1878 to 1908 the insane population 


in Illinois state and county institutions in- 
creased from 2,576 to 12,064, or an increase 
of 360 per cent. During the same period the 
population of the state increased from 2,068, - 
200 to 5,617,700, am increase of 89 per cent. 
At first glance, this is an.appalling compari- 
eon. It indicates that insanity is increasing 
at an alarmingly greater rate than is the 
population. The growth of insane population 
in public institutions places two great re- 
sponsibilities upon the state: 

First, To provide curative treatment in 
state hospitals for ali the insane in public 
institutions, and, 

„Second, To address itself to energetic 
measures for prevention.’ 

Our state is making an earnest effort to 
meet the first of these responsibilities. At 
the end of the fiscal year 1004, there were 1,129 
insane in county almshouses. At the end of 
the fiscal year 1908, there were 865 insane in 
county almshouses; a reduction during the 
four years of 774. These figures do not in- 
clude Cook county, which has a hospital for 
the insane, At the end of the fiscal year 1908, 
forty-six of the ninety-eight counties, out- 
side of Cook county, having almehouses, had 
been relieved entirely of their insane.“ 

Further reviewing the work done by IIII- 
nols for the public insane, recommending an 
appropriation of $100,000 and the purchase 
of a site of 1,000 acres for a new hospita:, 
and with passing references to other wants 
of the state, whose status affords the basis 
for special reports, such as the soldiers and 
sailors’ home at Quincy, the soldiers’ widows’ 
home at Wilmington, and the soldiers’ or- 
phans' home at Normal, the work and pro- 
gress of the state board of charities, and 
statistics as to population ratios of state in- 
stitutions, the governor ey up the condi- 
tion of the blind. 


Recommendations hie Blind. 

“TI direct your attention,“ says the gov- 
ernor, to the report of the commission ap- 
pointed by the state board of charities on 
July 16, 1908, to make inquiry into the condi- 
tion of the blind. 

“It is recommended in the report of the 
commission: 

First— That a census of the blind in IIIi- 
nois be taken and that steps be taken to im- 
prove their condition. 

Second~—That more effective laws be enact- 
ed for the prevention of blindness; and, 

Third—That the adult blind be removed 
from the School for the Blind at Jacksonville 
to the Industrial Home for the Blind at Chi- 
cago; that the aged and infirm blind be cared 
for at the Chicago homé, and that such in- 
crease in equipment and facilities of the Chi- 
cago institution be provided as is necessary 
to accomplish this purpose and to aid blind 
persons to become wholly or partially sel- 
supporting. 


Epilepsy and White Plague. 

“The establishment of a new institution 
for improvable epileptics and the erection of 
buildings at two of the existing hospitals 
for the insane for insane epileptics ls recom- 
mended. 

I recommend to the forty-fifth general 
assembly the creation of a state sanatorium 
for consumptives. The present law did not 
go into effect until last July. In the short 
interval elapsing since that time adequate 
opportunity has not been afforded to cities 
and villages to establish lokal sanatoria 
under the law.“ 


PRIMARY ELECTION EVILS. 


Faults in New Law Disclosed at 
First Test in August. 


On the subject of primary elections, the 
governor says the first practical test of the 
present primary election law was made at 


tinues: 

* As was anticipated, the test disclosed cer- 
tain defects in the law. Chief among these 
defects was the opportunity afforded mém- 
bers of one party to vote at the primary elec- 
tions and thus, in a measure, to control the 
nominetions of another. 

No defect more grave than this could be 
found under a system of party government 
and the laws should be amended go as to pre- 
serve to members of each party the exclusive 
right to select their party candidatés. The 
baneful consequences following a violation 
of this obvious principle of party government 
reach far beyond party organizations. They 
affect the principle of majority rule. Every- 
body is aware of the effect produced by the 
nomination of weak or unworthy candidates 
in the resulting apathy of party voters. The 
foisting of such candidates upon a majority 
party through the participation of members 
of a minority party in its primary elections 
must frequently result in the election of can- 

didates representing the minority, not the 
majority of the voters. 


Detriment to the Public. 
“If, on the other hand, candidates thus 
nominated by the aid of members of the 
minority party with a view of their subse- 
quent defeat, be elected, the public service 
suffers. 
“So long as such a practice is allowed to 
continue, political organizations wir de 
the easy prey of combinations of the worst 
elements of all parties, for it plays directly 
into the hands of the men who traffic in 
political offices and in legislation and admin- 
istration for other than the public benefit. 
Any amendment to the present law which 
will curtail or destroy such evils cannot 
fail to be a move in the right direction. Ir 
my judgment there is no way to escape the 
conclusion that, so long as ours remains e 
government by party, the autonomy of the 
party must be preserved and the participa- 
tion of members of one party in the selection 
of candidates of another must be prohibited.

PROBLEMS OF CARRIERS. 


Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion and Need of Anti-Pass Law. 


The reilroaé and warehouse commission 
is declared to have become one of the most 
important departments of the state govern- 
ment. The governor reviews its history since 
established in 1871 and say's the commission 
should be given power to prescribe by rules 
and regulations the method of installing tele- 
graph and telephone wires, and more espe- 
cially trolley wires, and the conditions of 
their crossing over each other and over the 
railroad tracks.” 

He further recommends for the commis. | 
sion: 

“The power to compel railroad companies to 
construct and maintain physical connécticne 
with each other at cnogeirigs and junctions: 
for the interchange of business. * 

Power to establish joint through rates for 
the movement of freight over two or more 
railroads. All railroad companies, it u also. 
declared, should also be by law to 
file their tariffs with the railroad and ware- 
houge commission, and no increase of rates 
be pérmitted to become effective in less than 
thirty days from the date of filing notice of 
such in se. 

„Authorick to compel all railroad companies 
operating in the state to provide reasonable 
facilities at all stations on their Nnes for the 
transaction of business. 


Favors an Anti-Pass Law. 
“In my last biennial message, says the 
governor, “TI called the attention of the gen- 
eral assembly to the subject of legislation 
prohibiting the issuance or use of railroad 
passes. The national government has pro- 
hibited the use of such passes in interstate 
transportation and various states have 
adopted measures modeled on the lines of the 
national law for the abolition of the use of 
railroad passes on their intrastate railways. 

I therefore again recommend the enact- 
ment of a measure prohibiting the use of 
railroad passes, modeled after the national 
law.“ 

Action of the state against the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad to obtain certain sums alleged 
to be due from the railroad company under 
its obligation to pay into the treasury of the 
state 7 per cent of its gross receipts ”’ is re- 
viewed at length.

Seven Children Given Into Care 
of Charitable Institutions. 


TOUCHING SCENE.AN. COURT. 


Little Ones F: und Living in Squaior 
by Police of Harvey, III. 


A touching scene was enacted in the Juve- 


nile court yesterday afternoon when Judge 
Pinckney took the famous Ormisby quad- 
ruplets. aud three other children away from 
their mother, 
and gave them the custody of charitable 
institutions. eek. \ 


¥ Pont take away my children. Lean care | 
for them. Leave me one, O. just ohe!“ plead- | 


ed the mother, while the children wept and 
the oldest girl, Daisy, became so violent that 
a policeman was compelied to carry her from 


the courtroom. A moment later. when an- 


other patrolman led the sobbing mother 
away, there wasn't a dry eye in the room. 
But the decree was necessary, for the 
mother. ie unable to care for them. The 
police found the family living in filth and 
equalor in a dingy room at One Hundred and 


Fifty-fifth street and Page avenue, Harvey. 
fil. Their home resembled a junk shop 
more than anything else. Rags, paper, and 
bottles littered the floor, chickens ran over 
the furniture, and the seven children slept 
in one brokendown bed, while four kittens 
reposed in the oven of the cook stove. 


Mother Continues to Plead. 


Despite this. vivid description of the place 
dy the police, the éistracted woman, who 
at intervals seemed on the verge of hysteria, 
continued to beg for possession of her off- 
spring. Finally she realized that the court's 
decision would not be changed and went 
away, no one knows where, for she had not 
appeared at her place of abode at a late hour 
last night. 

The quadruplets are Helen, George, Theo- 
gore, and William, 7 yeare old, and the others 
affected by the decision are Daisy. 12 years 
old; Edith, 10, and John, 8. 

Three months before the birth of the quad- 
ruplets their father, Charles T. Ormsby, de- 
serted the family and is now residing at 2721 
Bixteenth avenue, Seattle, Wash. The woman 
attained national prominence in 1902 when 
she sued her husband for divorce on the 
ground of cruelty and testified, to the great 
astonishment of Judge Tuley, that she had 
fourteen children in seven years. Seven of 
them are dead. No acecree was granted be- 
cause the husband wae not heard from; but 
the woman soon gathered in an excelient 
income by touring the museums throughout 
the country with her babies. 


Once Paid $300 a Week. 

She then received as high as $300 a week, 
and later exhibited the children in amuse- 
ment parks and theaters. but this source of 
income didn’t last after the authorities en- 
forced the child labor law. Soon the family 
became destitute, but published reports about 
the quadrupiets always brought responses 
from charitably inclined persons, | 

These people, however, forgot about the 
littie ones as time sped on, and the mother 
was talsen into the Juvenile court more than 


on ce.

Boys Guilty of Rector Is Not. 

“Tf this defendant is not guilty these boys 
are guilty of perjury and conspiracy .and 
ghould be brought to trial on such charges, 
and the vestrymen also should be brought to 
trial for conspiracy at least. 

In referring to the testimony elicited from 
witnesses on direct examination and cross 
examination by Attorney Henry Russell 
Platt. representing the accused rector, Mr. 
Short declared: 

“Tf witnesses do contradict each other in 
minor matters, the material facts are not 
altered in this preliminary hearing. I don't 
know just what the trouble was, but I know 
that when the Rev. Mr. Kemp left a parish 
with six months’ pay in advance, it was after 
trouble of some kind and some sort of a trial.“ 

Mr. Short referred to the clergymen who 
have sat with the Rev. Mr. Kemp throughout 
the sessions in court in dwelling on the 
charges of conspiracy made by the defense. 


Denies Plot by Vestrymen. 

“Tt is charged that the boye put up this 
game to force Mr. Kemp's resignation from 
the rectorship.’’ he said. If that were true 
the boys wou!d have gone further in their ac 
cusations than the testimony shows. As for 
the allegation of this minister that he was 
the victim of a plot among the.vestrymen, it 
is absolutely false on the face of it. What 
reason could they have to besmirch Mr. 
Kemp's reputation when all it was necessary 
for them to do was to request his retire- 


ment? 


“The only reason for belief in the charge 
of conspiracy was not substantiated by testi- 
mony. It seems to exist only in theory. My 
appearance here is not a pleasant one. It, 
however, is my duty, and I must ask what 
purpose have these other clergymen in this 
courtroom?. I cannot advance a reason for 
their presence unless they have come here 
and seated themselves beside Mr. Kemp to 
aid him by the moral appearance of their 


presence.” 
Clergyman Is Irritated. 
The Rev. W. 8S. Anderson, one of Mr. 


Kemp's adherents, displayed irritation and at 


thé close of the session walked up to Mr. 
Short and said: 
1 am a friend of Mr. Kemp and that is 


“why I am here. I merely wanted you to 


know the reason for my appearance.“ 
Attorney Platt made an impassioned clos- 
ing address in behalf of his cient. He de- 
clared that were Mr. Kemp to be held to the 
grand jury his life would be ruined and,it 
would be a victory for “malice and t 
devil.“ He also declared that he would as- 
sist in prosecuting any witnesses who might 
de open to charges of perjury or conspiracy. 
Much of. Mr. Platt's argument was deyoted 
to an attempt to show that owing to ab- 
sences from Chicago and the arrangement of 
rooms in the parish house the acts attributed 
to Mr. Kemp were practically impossible.

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REOPEN ALTON REBATE CASE 


3 Attorneys File Peti- 
tion for a Rehearing. 
BASED ON A DIVIDED COURT. 
Shippers Are Declared to, Be in De- 
plorable State of Perplexity. 


Proceedings were instituted yesterday in 
the United States Supreme court to reopen 
the famous Alton rebate case. In this case

Supreme court because eight judges could 
not agree on a decision. It is said such a 


situation has arisen only « few times in the | 


history of the court. | 
Winston, Payne, Strawn, Shaw of Chi- 
cago, attorneys for the defendants, filed a 
petition in the Supreme court praying that 
the order of affirmance entered Jan. 4, sus- 
taining the decision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, be vacated and that a rehearing of 
the case be granted in order to finally settle 
the important points of lew involyed. On 
account of the unusual circumstance of a 
divided court, Justice Moody not sitting in 
the case the decision is declared to have left 
every railroad and shipper in the country in 
a deplorable state of perplexity as to the 
legality of the use of industrial tracks under 
methods which had been practiced for a gen- 
eration and which were in this case for the 
first time challenged by the government. 


Illegal, Yet Not Dlegal. 

The petitioners declare they find themselves 
in the position of being compelled to pay a 
fine for the commission of an act which the 
Supreme court has not declared to be a crime, 
and that, as they are still in the transporta- 
tion business, and are still using industrial 
tracks, the situation justifies them in im- 
ploring the court to grant a rehearing and 
further opportunity. for argument. 

With the possible exception of the income 
tax case, the petition says, no case was 
ever presented to this court on which the 
court divided, which, in view of the new 
legislation of the congress relating to inter- 
state commerce and the developments in the 
construction, maintenance, and management 


| of railroad properties, presented questions 


exceeding or equaling in importance the 
questions presented here.“ 
“If eight of the justices of the Supreme 


court of the United States are equally di- 


vided as to the interpretation of a criminal 
statute of congress, says the petition, ‘*‘ how 
can the layman, be he traffic man or shipper, 
and be he ever so earnest in wishing to obey 
the law, avoid its traps and pitfalls?“ 


Old Practice Is Involved. 

It is declared that not only the petitioners 
but every railroad in the United States 
has been using for a generation without 
question industrial and switching tracke to 
reach the plant of an industry. which are 
sometimes owned by the railroad and som 
times by the shipper. In the latter case 
has been customary for the railroads to pay 
compensation to the owner of the track in 
proportion to the use made of it. If the de- 
cision of the court of appeals is allowed to 
stand, the petition says, every railroad in 
the United States will be confronted with 
one of the following alternatives. 

Where they have acquired the right of 
user but do not own such industrial tracks 
or terminal facilities they must discontinue 
their use and acquire others elsewhere at 
enormous expense, or, where they do own 
guch tracks or terminal facilities they must 
discontinue their use or charge the ship- 
per some additional sum Over and above the 
rates now in effect, thus disturbing business 
conditions long established.
